before the day is far advanced. He who 
has witnessed, of ( thorming, #, sunrise 
from Wollaston Heights, has revelled in 
the beams that come straight and unob- 
structed from heaven to his chamber win- 


dow, has taken deep draughts of the clear 
pure air which there exhilarates like wine, 
has felt the expansion of sou! and mind 
and purpose, which even a single indul- 
gence in the glorious outlooks from that 
locality effects, will surely find the day no 
worse begun in consequence, and will 
move to his labors influenced by impres- 
sions and memories that never clog or hin- 
der the forces of humanity. 

Indeed, here is a model *‘ bedroom,” 
this hamlet of Wollaston Heights. Whether 
viewed as to natural attractions, beneficent 
and healthful situations, fine social condi- 
tions and a community which is at the 
same time a family, or as to its general 
economic, social and domestic considera- 
tions, equally it is satisfactory, winsome 
and desirable. Well ordered and safe by 
day and night, with all elements that make 
against these qualities carefully guarded 
against and repelled, as a permanent home 
and abiding place for women and children, 
it is as marked in its successes and in the 
capacity of “bedroom” for the “men 
folks ’ who fight the battle in the neigh- 
boring city. Thickly settled and compact, 
without being in the least crowded, no po- 
lice are needed upon its streets nights, for 
revellers and brawlers find no cause or oc- 
casion for their orgies here, and the village 
is kept in the interests of men and women 
and children, and not for tramps or devils, 
nor for unscrupulous, brutish fellows 
worse than either. Grand, restful sieep- 
ing there is here during every night in the 
year, but that does not, one may be sure, 
preclude attention to myriad social, enter- 
taining and educational interests, and the 
evenings are devoted to music, lectures, 
the employments and privileges of literary, 
artistic, development and amusement or- 
ganizations as a right feeling, right think- 
ing community can fairly devise or adopt. 

Naturally, as the life of nearly every in- 
dividual resident in the place alternates 
between hours passed in the city and 
among home scenes, the dwellings are not 
far away from the railroad station, that is, 
referring to distences as one reckons them 
along city streets. ‘Country miles are 
long miles,’ says the old proverb, but 
neither “country” miles, nor miles of any 
other kind, are usually allowed to enter 
into the composition of Boston ‘*‘bed- 
rooms.”’ He who lives farthest away from

The total number of deaths in Quincy 
in 1887 was 264, of whom 146 were males 
and 118 females. The increase over 1886 
was 16; over 1885, 34; over ISS4, 58. Esti- 
mating the population at 14,000 the death 
rate was 19 per thousand.

The 
grave old bard at the end of the table 
heard the words, the fire flashed into his 
eyes, and, rising to his feet, he answered: 
“T broke your wall down, Sir John. It 
was obstructing an ancient right of way, 
and I will do it again. I am a Tory, but 
scratch me on the back deep enough, and 
you will find the Whig in me yet.”—The 
Argonaut. 


The Pneumonia Season. 


If New York had one-tenth as many 
deaths from any disease that comes under 
the head of pestilence, and typhoid fever 
seems to belong there, as it does from 
pneumonia, it would be wildly panic 
stricken and every Gothamite who could 
get away would be on the run. This whole- 
sale destroyer is busy all the year round, 
but chiefly, of course, after the cold weather 
begins. At the present time it is doing its 
fatal works all over the city and adding to 
the death list every day. The doctors are 
very little more successful in treating it 
than they were twenty or thirty years ago, 
when it was called either inflammation of 
the lungs or congestion of the lungs. It 
probably is not any more prevalent than it 
was then, but we hear a great deal more 
about it, anyway. The frequent mention 
of it in the death notices would seem to in- 
dicate that nearly half the deaths in the 
winter are caused by it. Neither young 
nor old, feeble or strong has any immunity 
from it. Men apparently in the most robust 
health are stricken down by it almost in- 
stantly, and death frequently ensues with- 
in forty-eight hours. If the aged are 
attacked by it a fatal result is almost ab- 
solutely certain. Some of the doctors are 
now talking about a microbe that they 
suppose to be at the bottom of it, bunt that 
does not seem tohelp them in treating it. 
Microbe or no microbe, it pursues its fatal 
course, sparing neither rich nor poor.— 
New York Cor. Detroit Free Press. 


Drifting Into the Sea. 


The Provincetown, Mass., Advocate says: 
“It seems to be only a question of time, 
and that not so remarkably far distant, 
when the whole of Cape Cod below Well- 
fleet will drift into the sea and lose itself. 
Less than one hundred years have passed 
since a lighthouse was placed here by the 
Government. The original purchase in- 
cluded a plot of land ten acres in extent. 
At the present time this enclosure embraces 
barely six acres. The waste is steady, 
gradual and certain, it never builds up and 
the sea is moving slowly but surely inland. 
At points where there is little or no sod to 
hold the lighter sod beneath, the wind gets 
a firm hold and lends its aid to the efforts 
of the sea and rain. Ona point just north 
of the marine stations at Highland Light 
the face of the bluff has moved inland 200 
feet during the past five years. With the 
present rate of waste in thirty years the 
lighthouse will stand on a dangerous foun- 
dation.

The tanks as they burst open, flooded 
the place with water, but hours afterward 
blood-stained splinters and pieces of flesh 
and other horrid accompaniments of a rail- 
road accident could be seen for the picking 
up in the mingled wrecked mass of the 
house and car. 

‘The two cars following the one so badly 
wrecked, swerved farther to the right. The | 
first car tore along the bed of a side track 


and smashed along and against the coal | 
shed. It stopped here, being virtually 
wrecked, although not suffering demolition. 
The last car suffered least of any. It ran 
into the cowcatcher of the engine of the 
Georgetown train, which was waiting on the I 
branch track for the express to pass.

Passengers in these 
two wrecked cars were wounded and 
bruised, but no one was killed.

The Legislative Hearing. 


Quincy’s Proposed City Charter 

before the Committee on Cities. 
ONLY FOUR REMONSTRANTS PRESENT— 
BOTH SIDES HEARD 


The proposed city charter for Quincy 
has advanced another stage: the Commit- 
tee on Cities of the Legislature to whom 
it was referred, gave a hearing in the 
Green Roo of the State House on Thurs- 
day morning at ten o'clock.

Sunday Newspapers. 

A decision has just been handed over in 
the St. Paul courts that may, if sustained, 
bring joy to the millions who struggle 
under mountainous Sunday blanket sheets. 
A year or so ago Mr. Egbert Handy, of 
Philadelphia, concluded a contract with 
the publishers of the St. Paul Globe for the 
use of three columns in their Sunday issue. 
Mr. Handy’s enterprise resulted in an 
almost instant success. His profits from 
the three columns were forty thousand dol- 
lars the first year. Thereupon the pub- 
lishers repented of their bargain and re- 
fused to carry it out. 

Mr. Handy brought suit, and the court 
decides that no contract involving work to 
be done or matter to be published on Sun- 
}day is binding. The case will doubtless 
| be appealed, as Mr. Handy holds that the 
| failure on the publisher’s part has escheat- 
!ed him of one hundred and fifty thousand 
| dollars. Should it be affirmed the Sunday 
| newspaper would be in a bad way, since no 

contracts can be made with advertisers, 
faa it is upon Sunday advertising that 
many of the most solid of our esteemed 
contemporaries count to recoup the losses 
of the week. No journal sold for two cents 
could live if advertisements were not a 
great part of their pages. A case involving 
a somewhat similiar point was decided 
not long ago in Ohio when the court af- 
| firmed that without a statutory provision 
| there was no law recognizing the Christian 
Sabbath in this country. The issue is a 
| delicate one, and every editor in the coun- 
try will watch the result with an almost 
personal interest.—New York Graphic.

The City Charter Committee. 


We were deeply interested in listening to 
the carefully prepared reasons for a change 
of Quincy to a city, recently given before 
the Legislative Committee. Mr. King, of 
the Town Committee, urged with much 
eloquence the necessity of the change, 
from ‘a thoroughly business standpoint.” 
His argument was, that Quincy had be- 
come too populous for a simple town gov- 
ernment; that the Committee of Fifteen 
annually appointed to consider and report 
on the articles of the warrant, were virtu- 
ally performing the duties of the city coun- 
cil proposed, which should be perpetual, 
especially as this committee were inade- 
quate to meet fully the duty; that our 
town enterprises lacked system which only 
a city could insure. 

Now we failed to catch the force of Mr. 
King’s argument. First as to our annual 
town meetings. We meet and elect our 
town officers; appoint the Committee of 
Fifteen, and then adjourn for three weeks, 
when the voters are prepared to act on the 
matured recommendations of the commit- 
tee. Now under the scrutiny of this com- 
mittee and the vigilance of the voters 
personally interested in each article, pro 
and con, an intelligent vote may be rea- 
sonably expected on each. ‘“‘ Eternal vigi- 
j lance is the price of sound and safe legis- 
| lation.”” Now where, we ask, can this be 
more fully realized than in the democratic 
town governments of New England. 
Rarely is a financial swindle known in our 
town governments. But how is it in our 
cities from New York down ? “‘ The wheel 
within a wheel’? of a city government as 
surely invites the political huckster and the 
ring comorants as does a carcass the greedy 
vultures. Quincy is now safely and eco- 
nomically governed under a few officers as 
its executive. For the present then, is it 
wise to plunge into the cumbersome, and 
vastly more expensive paraphernalia of a 
city form of governmen t? 

Again, the annual town meeetings keep 
alive a personal individual interest in every 
matter pertaining to the welfare of its 
citizens. Not so, where the power to leg- 
islate is delegated to a comparatively irre- 
sponsible council of twenty-five, as pro- 
posed. Not one tax-payer in fifty in many 
of our cities, ever get even a peep behind 
the curtains. It is said that thirty “ mana- 
gers of the ring’’ run the city government 
of Boston. 

Again, every citizen of Quincy who de- 
sires, can express his will on any question 
directly by his vote. In a city this is done 
by prozy. 

Supposing once in decade a town meet- 
ing is packed for carrying special measures, 
as is claimed for our last annual meeting, 
|does this make a case for a city? Are 
there not irregularities in every city govern- 
ment which vastly more than balance such 
a slight tip of the scales of town justice? 
The very fact that everybody noticed the 
jaction at this metting shows a healthy 
interest in the town’s welfare. Once more: 
Mr. King urged the change from a town to 
acity on business principles. Would his 
firm think it safe aud economical to intrust 
their buying, manufacturing and banking 
to clerks and agents; especialiy if the lat- 
tér were willing to serve without pay? 
Will transferring the management of the 
town’s business to an irresponsible and 
unpaid council of twenty-five, be likely to 
improve its financial welfare? Itisa car-

Road Building. 
Quincy, Jan. 25, 1888. 
| To the Publishers of the Patriot: 

From the votes of the town during the 
| past five years, and from the very definite 
action of the last annual meeting, we may 
| fairly conclude that road building, rather 
| than road patching, is to be the rule in 
| Quiney henceforward. Let us hope our 

voters will not be deterred from their pur- 
pose, by the meagre results of the expendi- 
| ture of the current appropriation. 

To build roads economically we must 
|have some detinite idea of the amount of 
work to be done; the amount of material 
to be used in making our road to enable 
us to judge how best to handle it. 

So far as making the grade is concerned, 
that is mostly pick and shovel work, and 


|can be let, and much of it should, by the 
yard; thus affording opportunity for in- 


| dividual endeavor and obtaining for the 
town the average market return for the 
| money expended. 

It is in the metalling (as it is called by 
engineers) that the greatest expenditure 
|} occurs, and in which there is the greater 
waste. It should be a requirement of the 
| board having charge of roads, that ma- 
terial be handled but once. The coarser 
stone for the bottom of the driveway, if it 
is not to be crushed, should go direct from 
the quarry to its place of being dumped 
|for final disposal. The crushed stone 
should go first from the quarry to the 
| crusher, being placed on a platform as 
jhigh as the mouth of the crusher, and 
| from the crusher it should be screened and 
carried by an endless elevator to a pocket 
| where the sizes would remain separated. 
By a chute it should be loaded and thence 
it should go to be dumped on the roadway 
where it is to be spread for rolling. 

| We have about 10 miles of road requir- 
| ing 8,000 cubic yards of stone to the mile. 
| And at present about 30 miles requiring 
j about 4,000 yards per mile. This 200,000 
| yards of stone, handled as much as the 
| stone used last year was handled, will cost 
nearly, if not quite 50 cents per yard for 
manual labor aside from the cost of quar- 
rying and hauling. A great deal of the 
stone used last year was handled by hand 
and shovel from three to tive times in the 
loading of it. 

The total cost of handling stone from its 
place in the quarry at South Quincy or the 
Neck ought not to exceed 80 cents per 
yard including quarrying, crushing, screen- 
ing, elevating, loading and hauling, for 
no shovel should touch it after it has been 
placed on the platform if it is to be 
crushed, nor should it be dumped and re- 
handled if it is for bottoming the road, 
except as will be hereafter noticed. Of 
this material we ought to handle 30,000 
yards per year for the next 5 years, and to 
handle it properly we need a plant adequate 
to our business, for it is really a business 
we are engaging in. We need a plant 
capable of handling the stone that is to be 
crushed so as to get it with the very 
smallest cost. 

Such a plant would be boilers and en- 
gine with crushers capable of crushing 
400 yards of stone daily. An elevator with 
inclined bins attached .to bold at least 
2,000 yards. Traction engine and dump 
cars to haul 400 to 500 tons per day; such 
a plant would cost about $40,000, and this 
sum would be saved complete in less than 
four years if we abandon our present no 
system and do as any sensible corporation 
would, The exception to this method of 
handling stone would be in the four or five 
months in late fall, and winter and early 
spring when many of our citizens are out 
of remunerative employment and would 
be willing to haul stone by the ton, by 
weight, rather than be idle and keep their 
teams idle. Our work should be so laid 
out that we would know exactly where we 
were to start road building each spring, 
and we should also know how fast and 
how far we could build. With a proper 
system and a good plant this could be well 
known. 

Many persons may say this would not be 
for the benefit of the laborer. So far as 
any citizen of Quincy is concerned, who is 
dependent on his daily labor for his sup- 
port, it would be the best that could be. 
Let no one be foolish enough to suppose 
the money paid by the town for labor 
maintains the laborers in Quincy. It is 
often a curse for it has been often so mis- 
erably misspent as to demoralize labor and 
nearly to destroy the self-respect of the 
man to whom it was paid. 

If the town will begin in a systematic 
manner to build its streets the amount of 
money paid by land owners on those streets 
and for the new buildings that will need 
grading and beautifying will exceed many 
| times the highway appropriation. 

It is also the interest of every tax-payer, 
| especially the smaller tax-payer, that the 
worth of every dollar be got. A high 
standard of labor means good pay and 
plenty of work. A low, shiftless one 
means much idle time and consequently 
lower daily and lower aggregate wages. 
No mechanic can afford to be without 
tools. No business without the appliances 
to carry it on successfully. No more can 
the town of Quincy afford to pay for less 
work, imperfectly performed, more money 
than it would pay for all it needs to get the 
greatest return for its appropriations, 
Any one of your readers by thinking of 
this matter fairly and carefully will agree 
with me that we can have the best equip- 
ment possible at no greater expense than 
to go without it. W. L, F.

them. No canned goods are guaranteed 
to keep fresh and remain sound for any 
number of days after being opened. 
When opened the contents of the tin 
should be immediately turned out and 
eaten as soon as possible. If the food must 
be kept at all, cover it up and keep ina 
cool place; always, however, turn out of 
the original tin. The liquor araund lob- 
sters, salmon and all vegetables excepting 
tomatoes, it is desirable to strain off and 
throw away. Luvbsters and prawns are 
improved by being turned out into a sieve 
and rinsed with clean cold water. Never 
on any account add vinegar, sauce or any 
kind of condiment to tinned foods while 
they are jn the tins, and never leave such 
mixtures to remain an hour or two. 

All tinned goods are put up as fresh as 
it is possible to be, but unless corned or 
salted will not keep turned out as freshly 
cooked goods will, and certainly not longer, 
as many thoughtlessly suppose or expect 
they will. Sardines, if preserved in good 
oil, and if of good quality, will be an 
exception; as long as the oil is good the 
fish can be kept in the tins, but seven 
days is long enough to trust these before 
eating. Consumers should not buy larger 
packages of canned goods than they can 
consume quickly; if they should, most of 
the fish and meats can be potted after re- 
cooking, sauces and seasoning being used. 
If the nose and eyes are properly used, it 
is as impossible to partake of an unsound 
tin of canned food of any kind as to par- 
take of bad meat, fish or vegetables from a 


shop.

Boston bad emptied its sewage 
near its wharves until it had a population 
of over 200,000 without causing a nuisauce, 
other than filling up the channel with mud 
from the streets.

The Dakota Blizzard, 


The following are extracts from a letter 
received by a lady in Quincy, from her 


jniece, who resides in Flandran, Dakota, 


in which she speaks of the terrible blizzard 
which passed over that section of the 
“In 
reply to your anxious letter just received 
by the first mail which has arrived fora 
week, I sit down to write you at sunset 
}of one of the most beautiful days one 
could possibly dream of for a winter day. 
I am fortunate enough not to have to tell 
you of the loss of any of our family or 
acquaintance, although my husband had 
an experience that we shall not soon for- 
get. He was in Bon Homnie Co., travel- 
ling from Scotland to Tyndale, a distance 
of eighteen miles, in a cutter with a 
| gentleman, when they were overtaken by 
the storm and lost their way. They 
roamed about for four hours and were 
fortunate in finding a house where a 
tussian family lived, and where they re- 
mained until the storm abated. When 
they started in the morning it was very 


|clear and bright but the storm came like 


a flash without one moment’s warning and 
in fifteen minutes they could not see the 
tracks of the road, but thinking it was 


| Possible to reach a house that they knew 


was about half a mile away, they unhitched 
| the horses and took a shovel thinking that 
if they did not find the house before they 
| Were too much overcome with the cold, 
|they would dig into a snow drift and get 
jthe horses in with them to keep warm 

until the storm ceased. But$ being fortu- 
nate in finding a house, and as they were 
| both dressed very warm, they escaped with 
; Only frozen cheeks, nose and chin, the 
| rest of their bodies being in a perspiration 
from their exertions, 

On the Saturday after my husband’s 
adventure, twenty-two dead bodies were 
brought into Tyndale where he was, and 
and at the time of writing, Jan. 20th, two 
hundred and twenty-five bodies have been 
| found. 
| The tales of suffering are fearful, the 
newspaper reports can not be more terrible 
| than the reality. The thermometer stood 
| 24 above zero when the storm first struck 
jin a dead calm, and in a few seconds it 
| fell twenty degrees and before morning 

was between 10 and 16 according to local- 

ity, and before the next night was 25 
| below. 

|} One man was found sitting on the top 
| of a bank with his shovel beside him where 
jhe had dug his horses out of a drift and 
| apparently had sat down to rest; his horses 

were standing beside the drift as if wait- 
| ing for him, suffocated'and frozen. Hun- 
| dreds of cattle and horses were frozen, it 
being about the time of day that farmers 
| usually took their stock to springs orcreeks 
for water, which is sometimes quite a ways 
from the house; and the men when res- 
cued were found by some one who tied an 
end of a long rope to the house and the 
other to his body and started on a circular 
search. Even this means sometimes failed; 
in one instance they were searching for a 
little boy for hours, but in vain, and the 
family were horrified when shoveling away 
the drifts from the sitting room door inthe 
morning to find the little child with hand 
upraised to find the latch, frozen stiff, the 
storm having probably drowned his faint 
cries. In Turner county twenty-eight 
school children perished and in some 
other places teachers and children. Bells 
were rung and whistles were blown every 
ten minutes at Huron and other places to 
lead the wandering by their sound. Some 
of the teachers kept the children over 
night as they had fuel if not food. In 
some towns ropes were strung from stores 
to school houses which enabled them to 
keep the road so they could carry blankets 
and provisions to the little ones. From 
this account you can judge how over- 
whelming, suffocating and fata] was the 
dreadful blizzard of Jan. 12, 1888.
